In tho old.'dayu' the dispatch rider

Narrow Escapes. 


. Ono young man who was attached 
to the Fourth Brigade of the Belgian 
Army had a series ot thrilling adven- 
tures and narrow escapes. For Jn-. 
stance; Soon after he joined the corpt 
ho was sent out with ft message and 
took tho wronir road while returning1 
to his post. His machine cave Iilm 


somb" trouble and he dismounted and- 
tried to repair It. While at work he 
suddenly found himself surrounded by 
a party of Uhlans. . He was at onco 
stripped, but as_no papers were found 
upon him tho men debated as to his 
fate. 
Borne of the. men wanted to 


shoot him at onco and others were 
against so strenuous a measure. Ho 
was questioned in French but he de- 
clared thnt ho did not understand and 
told them in Gorman that he had lost 
his regiment. Finally, they tied his 
hands behind him and detailed ono of 
the men to march with him. 
After 


marching about a quarter of a mile 
in* wlley Belgian declared ho was ill 
and f«ll to the road"apparently writh- 
ing in great pain. His guardian loft 
him, tolling, him h.e would bring a 
doctor. The ruse worked, and OB soon 
as his captor left him the motorcyclist 
rolled over to the side of the rond and 
fell into a water-filled ditch. 
Ho 


crawled on Ms knees up to his chin in 
the water until lie found nome bushes 
which ho used as a hiding place. Aft- 
er a rest ho* started to run as fast ns 
ho could until ho found aomo peasants 


who untied his hands and directed him i 
on the right road. Late that night he 
reached headquarters. 


Another dispatch; rider had even a 


more thrilling escape from Uio Ger- 
mans. . This young man was cent with 
dispatches front headquarters to th& 
commander of the advance guarel. He 
managed to deliver his papers In 
safety and started to return to head- 
qunrtera. The sun had set and he wao 
using1 tho moon to guide him Instead 
of'using hla headlight. All went well 
until ho discovered that ho was on 
the wrong road. Ho stopped to study 
the next sign post when ho suddenly 
saw t^vo Uhlans riding toward him. 
They had not !"eon him and he decided 
to take a chance. 
Ho took careful 


aim at- one of them and fired. 
The 


man fell from his saddle, nnd his com- 
panion's home dashed n.wny down the 
road. 
Tho dispatch bearer did not 


know where he was so ho went over to 
the dead man hoping to find nomo pa- 
pers which might give him the desired 
information. Whlle'he was searching 
the man's pockets ho heard tho« sound 
of horses' hoofs. Ho ran for his ma- 
chine and on looking back as ho was 
nbout to mount ho saw ri. company of 
Qerman cavalrymen coming down tho 
road at a gallop. They had been at- 
tracted by tho nhot and ho knew they 
would "get" him if possible as ioon 
ns they found the body of their com- 
rade. Putting every nbro of his legs 
Into play he pushed off tho machine. 


At the first sound of the engine the 
Germans" began'iQrlng. Somo ot them 
tried to out across a field to head him 
off, whilo Uie others continued to flro 
at,,him from the.rear. Several shot*, 
pierced tho caps of tils coat which 
spread but like wings as ho fairly flew 
over the road. On he went with tha 
speed of an aeroplane,' outdistancing 
his. pursuers, until .-.. sharp turn 
loomed up before him. Ho tried to 
turn and there was a te>rlhio crash. 
Somo peasants picked him up and 
when consciousness returned he waa 
in a hospital in Ghent 
Jle waa a 


complete nervous wreck and had, to 
bo given an Indefinite furlough. 


Undo Sam's Corps. 


Uncle Sam has"sevoral motorcycle 


corps of dispatch-carriers and of 
cycles carrying machine guns. These 
dispatch carriers did excellent service 
at tho border last summer, and there 
is every reason to believe that they 
will bo equal to the tnsk In Franco. 
Already there have been hundreds of 
applications from young men all over 
the country who wish to Join, this 
branch of the service, and mnsy ar« 
training in th» different camps. It Is 
no uncommon sight when traveling 
over roads or in. cities near army 
camps to meet these khaki garbed 
young men carrying messages and get- 
ting their training to'do their "bit" in 
Franco,

cigars, otp., to Americana or others 
connected'with the French army, the 
second assistant postmaster 
general 


advises »s follows: - 
"While the existing regulationsjiro^ 


hiblt the transmission of parcels con- 
taining cigars and tobaccd, except 
when specially addressed, tha package 
in question was fonv-arded at the risk 
of the sender, and in-the belief that it 
would not bo returned from France, 
but delivered. In accordance with Its 
address. 
"tn tho meantime, it Is suggested that 


until further .information is received, 
packages with contents prohibited by 
tho regulations governing the interna- 
tional parcel po*t bo, not accepted In 
view nf thir possibility nf thplr return 
Trom Kranop, tn tfio inconvenience and 
nnnoynncp of thp sondfrs.1'
